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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iov>fa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility/-  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statis  ticS  is  a  division  of  the  loi'va  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  t he  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  lovra  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shovfing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  doen  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  e  ::tonded  period  of  time.    So  OTgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizat;ions  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  vrork  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration*  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  26  and  28« 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  E:-cbension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
Tfho  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws, 
I'Tithoiit  these  data  hy  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics

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IQATA  AGRICULTUPJ\L  STATISTICS  -  DUBUQUE  COULTTY 

Out  of  the  dim  past  of  history j,  storj^j  and  legend,  a  few  well  authenti- 
cated facts  have  been  established  about  old  Dubuque  County.     The  records  show 
that  at  the  close  of  the  Black  Hawk  War,  September  21,  1832,  the  Sac  and  Fox 
Indians  ceded  to  the  United  States  a  strip  of  land  some  50  miles  wide  in  east- 
ern Iowa,  \J    This  region's  first  governmental  organization  was  provided  by 
the  Territory  of  Michigan  on  September  6,  1835.     About  that  time,  this  area, 
along  v/ith  contiguous  territory,  was  divided  into  t\ffo  counties  by  a  line  from 
the  southern  tip  of  Rock  Island  due  vfest  to  the  Missouri  River,     The  northern 
part  v/as  called  Dubuque  County,  2j    This  area  embraced  more  than  half  of  the 
future  State  of  Iowa,  but  it  was  reduced  to  its  present  limits  in  1837  and 
named  for  Julian  Dubuque j,  the  first  white  man  to  make  his  home  in  lov/a.  3/ 
The  tovm  of  Dubuque  was  named  the  county-seat  and  the  original  county  Tiras 
divided  into  ten  counties  and  their  boundaries  determined  by  the  Yfisoonsin 
Territorial  Legislature^  4/ 

There  is  so  much  history  connected  vj-ith  this  county  that  no  particular 
event  can  be  singled  out  and  stressed,  but  much  that  made  for  the  growth  of  the 
State  had  its  beginnings  here. 

On  October  1,  1855^  construction  began  on  the  Dubuque  and  Pacific  Rail- 
road.    It  was  completed  to  Dyersville  and  opened  for  business  on  May  11,  1857. 
It  is  novf  a  part  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  SArstem. 

Area 

The  area  of  Dubuque  County  is  601  square  miles, 6/,  or  384  ,  64-0  acres,  of 
which  365,630  acres  are  farm  lands,  7/  There  are  17  townships  in  the  county 
and  it  ranks  nineteenth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Dubuque  County  are  grouped  into  5  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  swamp  and  bottom-land  and 
residual.     The  drift  soils  cover  9,6  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Carrington  loam--4r6  percent,  Shelby  loams-.-4o5  peroent_,  Clyde  silt  loam — 0.3 
percent,  and  Lindley  fine  sand-- 0.2  percent.     The  loess  soils  cover  71o4  per- 
cent of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Clinton  loam — 50-4  percent,  Tama  loams  — 
19.6  porcont,  and  Clinton  very  fine  sandy  loam — lo4  percent.     The  terrace  soils 
cover  1.2  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Judson  loamy  sand-«0«5  per-

The  residual  soils  cover  7,9  percent  of 
the  County  and  are  divided  into  Dubuque  silt  loain---7,6  percent_,  and  Gasconade 
loam^-0,3  percento  8/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  this  coun'by  is  extremely  variable.     In  the  v/estern  part 
the  surface  is  somewhat  less  hilly  and  rolling  than  in  the  eastern  part,  but  ex- 
cept for  narrow  strips  along  the  streams  there  are  no  areas  where  it  is  level. 
In  the  extreme  northwestern  part,  and  along  the  larger  streams  in  t he  southwest- 
ern area,  bluffs  and  hills  are  found,  but  the  roughest  section  of  the  county  is 
in  the  eastern  part  along  the  Mississippi  River r     The  bluffs  along  the  river 
often  reach  a  height  of  300  feet,  and  the  tribu::aries  flow  through  narrow  valleys 
200  to  400  feet  in  depth. 

At  distances,  ranging  from  one  to  ten  miles  west  of  the  Mississippi  River 
there  is  generally  an  abrupt  change  in  elevations ^     Often  this  change  is  as  much 
as  200  to  300  feet  within  one  mile.     The  eastern  part  of  this  slope  is  more  steep, 
while  the  western  slope  is  rounded  and  gently  sloping. 

The  drainage  is  all  accomplished  by  the  Mississippi  River  and  its  tributar- 
ies. ^ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  58  years   (1872-1930)  was  48.0  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  79  years  (1851'^1930)  was  33ol4  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  179  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  20  and  October 
16  recorded  from  1873  to  1930,  lO/ 

Population 

As  early  as  1838_-  there  were  2_,381  inhabitants  in  this  county.     The  popula- 
tion growth  has  been  steady,  as  well  as  rapid,  and  in  1930  there  Yfere  102  persons 
per  square  mile^  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44,

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  na.tivc  white  inhabi'tants  of  foreign  born  and 
mixed  parentage  totaled  22,859.   or  37  percent  of  the  whole  population.     Of  this 
nimiber,  there  were  12,365  of  German  desoent  and  3„600  of  Irish  descent.  A 
number  of  other  nationalities  had  small  representations^  16/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  18  cooperativo  institutions  in  operation  in  this  county — 
12  creameries,  1  milk  depot,  4  liTestock  enterprises  and  1  petroleum  plant. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  2,022  members,  of  v/hich  1,687  v>rore  active,  and  3,041 
persons  did  business  with  the  18  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volume  of  |1, 700, 722  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  f;l29,630 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  m_arket  farm 
comj-aodities  for  their  members  and  patrons  «  17/

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Fruit 

The  greatest  number  of  apple  trees_,  55,345,  was  recorded  in  1884,  but  the 
greatest  production,  44,446  bushels,  ivere  listed  in  1894,     In  193-4,  the  record 
year  for  plums,  there  were  4,4-17  trees  and  2,590  bushels  reported.     The  great- 
est number  of  cherry  trees,  3,729,  was  listed  in  1874,  but  the  greatest  crop, 
1,4-75  bushels was  recorded  in  1909,     The  greatest  production  of  grapes, 
183,060  pounds  occurred  in  1909,  18/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows* 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silaj:e,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  huaked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations 
of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked    xvould  have  produced  the  same  j/^ield  as  "that  actually  husked^ 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vrould  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  out  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  be  a  different  and  lower  yield«  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  8.nd  not  by  townships.     The  tovmship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  trnmship  production  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
tn  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
